He 
said the company would be glad, 
with the city’s co-operation, to ask 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion to approve the compromise. 
But he added: 

“In case the city feels that the 
proceeding above mentioned will 
result in substantial delay in begin- 
ning the work of constructing the 
viaduct, I am willing to agree with 
you upon the cancellation of the 
compromise agreement of Jan. 27, 
1926, and accept the original or- 
der of the Public Service Commis- 
sion for the construction of the 
Delmar avenue viaduct with an 
overhead vertical clearance of 18 
feet.” 

Clearing the Decks. 

The Supreme Court’s decision 
last week was to the effect that the 
erder for an 18-foot viaduct, is- 
sued in 1923 by the Public Service 
Commission, was not affected by 
the State law passed in 1925’ re- 
quiring 22 feet clearance for such 
structures. Following that deci- 
sion, Kinsey and City Counselor 
Muench held that the compromise 
plan should not be considered fur- 
ther. It was agreed to by the city 
and the Wabash at a time when 
the case was in the United States 
Supreme Court, and when an end 
of the litigation seemed remote.

In all about 5000 Marines are 
enroute to Tientsin, it was said, 
to be in a better position to pro- 
tect American lives in event of 
difficulties arising from the flight 
of the ,Northern Chinese armies 
from Honan and Anhwei provinces. 

« total of more than 3500 Ma- 
rines is being rushed to Tientsin 
from Shanghai under command of 
Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler. 

If it is found necessary to move 
the American legation to Tientsin 
it was said that the few Marines 
on guard in Pekin also would be 
taken along. 

The American policy all along 
has been to concentrate American 
residents of Northern China in the 
Tientsin area in the event of seri- 
Ous disturbances there. 


Powers to Send 16,000 Troops to 
Make Pekin Safe. 
By the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, May $31. (Delayed).— 


Pekin was peaceful today notwith- 


standing the announcement that 
the leaders of the Northern Alli- 
ance had decided upon the with- 
drawal of the Northern forces 
from the front, owing to reverses 
in Honan at the hands of the 
Southern” Army. 

In view of the steps taken by 
the principal foreign powers to 
protect the legation quarter and 
keep open the railway to Tientsin, 
the recently announced decision to 
evacuate foreigners has been tem- 
porarily abandoned. Foreign offi- 
cials do not consider that serious 
trouble is likely; they believe the 
foreign reinforcements are suffi- 
cient to insure the safety of the 
legation quarter in case of minor 
disturbances. 

Regarding the ability of the 
Northern Alliance to hold the Prov- 
inces of Chihli and Shantung, there 
is a storm of conjecture here. It 
is considered most doubtful if 
Chang Tsung-chang will be able 
to retain Shantung south of the 
Yellow River, His forces are suf- 
fering from low morale and are 
torn by dissensions. The retreat 
in the eastern sector, notably the 
action of the Manchurians in tak- 
ing up positions at Techow which 
is the northern border of Shan- 
tung, may mean that the northern- 
ers are surrendering the Province. 

At least half of the foreign mili- 
tary experts, however, believe that 
Chang Tso-lin would be able to 
withstand the Nationalists on the 
Yellow River line indefinitely if he 
could rid himself of all his allies. 
These experts declare that 
troops are superior to the Nation- 
alists in training, discipline and 
equipment and have hitherto never 
been defeated by the Southerners. 

The headquarters of Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, the Manchurian 
war lord, and the Pekin Foreign 
Office have both sent a protest to 
the Japanese legation against the 
landing of 2000 troops at Tsingtao. 


of Air Reinforcements 
Likely. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 1.—The powers 
have decided, in the face of the col- 
lapse of the Chinese Northern Al- 
liance and the possible early fall 
of Pekin, to send 16,000 expedi- 
tionary troops to Pekin and Tient- 
sin and to take other steps to pro- 
tect foreigners and foreign ‘iter- 
ests in both cities. 

Irregular reception of dispatches 
from Pekin indicate that the ccni- 
sorship is active, but dispatches 
state that the Ankuochun, or 
Northern Alliance, yesterday ad- 
mitted the withdrawal of the 
Northerners on the whole _ front 
owing to reverses at the hands of 
the Southern (Nationalist) armies 
in Honan.

EPSOM, England, June 1.—Cap- 
tain Lindbergh didn’t get much 
“kick” out of England’s famous 
Derby. 

He watched the race from a bal- 
cony alongside the Royal Box, but 
when Call Boy scooted past the 
post a winner, the airman never 
batted an eye. Most everybody 
cheeréd, but not Lindbergh. 

Using the binoculars which he 
carried with him across the At- 
lantic, the aviator watched the 
start of the horses and followed 
them all the way around to Tat- 
tenham corner. 

At this point, where the colts 
came into the home stretch, he 
put his glasses aside, needing no 
aid for his wonderfully trained eyes 
which serve him so well when fly- 
ing. 

“Here they come!” shouted the 
great crowd as the runners neared 
the finish. Then the cry ‘Call 
Boy is leading!’’ burst forth, and 
almost everybody stood up, even 
the King and Queen, But Lind- 
bergh remained seated and did not 
turn a hair as the race was con- 
cluded. 


Derby Tame to Him. 


After what Lindbergh has been 
through, Derbies are really tame af- 
fairs, and he refused to become cx- 
cited. 

Capt. Lindbergh didn’t have a 
penny on the race. 

“I don’t know anything about 
horses and had no favorites, so I 
didn’t bet,” the flyer said. “The 
Derby interested me because of 
the crowds, and the enthusiasm, 
but I know so little about horse 
racing that I really did not under- 
stand much about the great sp:rt- 
ing event.’’ 

Lindbergh had on the same dark 
pin-striped informal suit which he 
wore yesterday when he visited the 
King at Buckingham. Palace. He 
also wore a light soft hat, his be- 
ing the only Fedora in the long 
balcony occupied by perhaps 300 
persons. 

The King, who usually wears a 
gray topper at the races, wore a 
black one today, as did the Duke 
of Connaught, to whom. Capt. 
Lindbergh was presented just be- 
fore the start of the race. 

When he arrived in the grand- 
stand, shortly before the King and 
Queen put in their appearance, 
Lindbergh was given a most hearty 
reception by the thousands outside 
the grandstand. 


Interested in Crowd. 


With Lord Lonsdale he quickly 
entered the members’ stand, and 10 
minutes later took a peek at the 
balcony, being introduced to peo- 
ple here and there as he went 
along. 

A little later, piloted by his host, 
he visited the weighing-in quarters 
where he met the famous Steve 
Donoghue and other jockeys. He 
talked with Steve, but did not even 
intima.e that he would appreciate 
a tip from the latter as to which 
horse might be the winner. 

What interested him most was 
the enormous crowd, more than 
300 acres jammed with race enthu- 
siasts, men, women and children. 
As the aviator sat in the balcony 
he looked out over a sea of faces, 
probably the largest crowd he had 
ever seen. It 
over the hills. Every foot of the 
Downs was covered by. spectators 
afoot or in automobiles, busses, 
charabancs, horse vans, carriages, 
motor ‘lorries and every conceiva- 
ble vehicle which might be used as 
a point of vantage from which to 
see the course.

His reception here will 
last Tuesday, Wednesday and 
ihursday, and he is expected to 
take off early Friday morning in 
order to reach St. Louis before 
dark. When Capt. Lindbergh came 
to New York from St. Louis for his 
transatlantic hop, the trip took

When apprisew that Lindbergh 
had accepted the Presidential in- 
vitation, the chairman of the 
Mayor's official committee of wel- 
come said that arrangements would 
go ahead here notwithstanding. 


Plans Cabled to Flyer. 

“We have cabled an outline of 
our plans to Capt. Lindbergh,” he 
said. “He is entitled to receive, 
in recognition of his remarkable 
achievement, the kind of welcome 
that only New York is able to give 
him. Ve will continue with our 
plans.” 

At the same time Whalen said he 
had sent telegrams to Secretary of 
War Davis and Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur asking them to send 
West Point and Annapolis cade‘s 
to take part in the parade to 
Central Park where Gov. Smith 
will pin on Lindberg’s breast the 
New York State Medal of Honor. 

Major General William N. Has- 
kell, head of the New York National 
Guard, will be grand marshal of 
the parade, Whalen said. He expects 
to have 10,000 troops in the line of 
march. On the way to Central 
Park after the official reception 
at City Hall, the parade will hait/ 
long enough in Madison Squace 
Park for Lindbergh to place a 
wreath at the bape of the “Eternal 
Light” which has burned since the 
war as a beacon of remembrance 
for the nation’s heroic dead.

WASHINGTON, June 1 -—Capt. 


Charles A. Lindbergh today accept- 
ed the invitation of President. _Cool- 
idge to ‘return immediately to 
Washington aboard the cruiser 
Memphis. 


was sent through Frederick Ster- 
ling of the American Embassy 
staff in London. It said that the 
invitation of President Coolidge 
had been handed to Lindbergh and 
that he accepted “with pleasure.” 

The acceptance of Lindbergh was 
wired today to the White House 
and it was announced there that 
the New York to Paris flyer was 
expeoted to be home again by Sat- 
urday, June 11. It is planned to 
have the Memphis come direct to 

ashington, where the flyer will 
be received officially on behalf of 
the nation. 

Lindbergh, it was announced at 
the White House, will be received 
pérsonally by President Coolidge 
in Washington, and be accorded 
all honors befitting his accom- 
plishment of the New York-Paris 
flight. 

The arrival-of the Memphis on 
June 11, it was-stated, will make 
it possible for Lindbergh to be a 
guest of President Coolidge before 
the latter departs on June 13 for 
his summer vacation in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota. 

To Bring Plane on Cruiser. 

While naval officials said the 
Memphis could land Lindbergh 
here by June 11, the date of his ar- 
rival, they said, had not been fixed 
specifically. It ig possible that he 
might reach here on the following 
day, or even the following night. 

The Spirit of St. Louis, Capt 
Lindbergh's transatlantic plane, 
will be taken on the Memphis with 
him. The plane is now in South- 
ampton en route to Cherbourg.

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4-MINUTE OVATION 


Tears Come in St. Louisan’s 
Eyes as He Hears His 
Praises Sounded by Brit- 
ish Air Marshal.

LONDON, June 1.—Capt. Charles 
A. Lindbergh last night laid out his 
evening clothes and pinned his 
three decorations on his breast for 
a dinner given by 1000 persons, in- 
cluding most of the great men 
among Great Britain's aviators. He 
wore his Air Force Cross, con- 
ferred by King George; the Order 
of the Legion of Honor, pinned on 
him by President Doumergue of 
France, and the medal of the Or- 
der of Leopold given to him by 
Albert, King of the Belgians. 

Ammons those who attended to do 
him honor were Sir Alan Cobham, 
who flew 28,000 miles last year in 
long hops; Sir Keith Smith, who 
‘flew to Australia several years ago; 
Sir Arthur W. Brown, who was one 
of the Alcock-Brown team which 
in 1919 flew across the Atlantic 
for the first time without stopping, 
and many others almost as famous. 

Sir Arthur and Lindbergh stood 

: out as two pioneers of a kind. 
There was genuine affection in 
their greeting. They started to 
tal kabout their flights but Lind- 
bergh was in too general demand 
and their conversation was broken. 

“Lord Byron awoke to find him- 
self famous, but Capt. Lindbergh 
had to keep awake 61 hours an4a 
found himself more than famous,”

in introducing the American. 


ldndberch Speaks. 


The enthusiasm was prodigious. 
The toastmaster broke his gavel 
rapping for order. For four min- 


utes and 20 seconds after Lind- 
bergh was introduced he waited 
for the applause to die down 
enough for him to talk. He gave 
the most ambitious speech he has 
made since he landed in Paris from 
‘New York. He said: 

“I will try to give you a short 
description, from the standpoint of 
navigation, of my flight. Three 
and a half months ago a group in 
St. Louis decided to construct a 
plane for the New  York-Paris 
flight. Two months later that ma- 
chine had been built and tested. A 
monoplane type was chosen instead 
instead of a biplane because of the 
greater range of a monoplane on 
the same amount of petrol. 

“The question as to whether to 
carry a navigator or second pilot 
was decided solely hecause the sin- 
gle pilot would allow 300 more 
miles range to the plane. The fact 
that I reached the coast line of 
Ireland three miles from the point 
I was steering for was due to a 
coincidence. An error of 25 miles 
was calcualted for in my naviga- 
tlonal réckoning. But if the wind 
had drifted us 300 miles out of our 
course I still should have been able 
to reach Paris, and had TI gone 
wrong and wound up in Sweden 
or Spain there would have been no 
danger to myself and the plane, al- 
though I couldn’t have reached Le 
Bourget. 

- Weather Reports Insufficient. 

“We decided the plane should 
fly the great circle course, because 


this saved hundreds of miles in 
distance. The observation as to 
weather conditions was insufficient. 
There was a station in South 
Greenland ,two or three tn New- 
foundiand, a few ships en the 
northern steamer lanes, and two 
or three vessels north of these. Ry 
the reports we got on the night 
before we started, the chart showed 
showers to be met wit hover Nova 
Scotia, local storm areas and fog 
over Newfoundland, but clear 
weather with high pressure over 
the whole North Atlantic route. 

“After the takeoff at Roosevelt 
Field, haze conditions were better 
than expected until night. We 
met a slight fog over Nova Scotia 
and flew through cloudbursts and 
much local rain between Nova 
Sootia and Newfoundland but it 
was clear from there to 100 miles 
out at sea. 

“Then we hit an uncalculated 
storm area that lasted all night and

Flying by Instruments Alonc. 

“Fortunately by this time the 
temperature had risen so there 
was no ice forming on the plane. 


From here on for several hours 
there was a ceiling of only two or 
three hundred feet. For several 
hours I had to fly through a dense 
fog, entirely blind. I couldn’t see 
either the sky or sea and had to 
plug alone with the aid of my 
instruments alone. 

“These conditions were entirely 
contrary to weather § forecasts. 
Several hours out on the other side 
of Ireland I ran_into local storms, 
but there was no fog. ‘ 

“In the night I saw several light 
spots in the fog, apparently caused 
by the lights of ships, but I couldn’t 
make sure. I did see one ship 
clearly. That was early in the 
night. From then on I didn’t see 
one until 75 or 100 miles off Ire- 
land, when we passed several fish- 
ing smacks. 

Mirages Over Ircland. 
“One of the most curious fea-

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The 
Supreme Court has upheld the 
Coast Guard in the seizure as li- 
quor-runners of two vessels be- |

KILL 400 OSTRICHES 
DAILY TO ESCAPE 
EXPENSE OF UPKEEP 


Owsases in South Africa Cannot 
Feed Flocks With Feather 
Market Gone. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, May 31.—So low in 


fashion’s favor have ostrich feath- 
ers sunk that thy are now being 
used for dusters. ‘This is the lat- 
est phase in the decline of a 
South African industry which 
only a few years ago was of con- 
siderable commercial importance. 


Details received show that the os- 
trich feather trade is on the verge 
of extinction. Between 400 and 
500 birds are being. slaughtered 
daily in the Oudishoorn district of 
Cape Colony. Seven regular 
slaughtering places have been es- 
tablished. Where there were once 
200,000 to 250,000 ostriches, there 
are now probably not more than 
45,000. The slump in the world’s 
feather market has robbed _ the 
birds of their value and now the 
long continued drouth has madie 
them a luxury that owners cannot 
afford. 

Since the beginning of Decem- 
ber hardly any rain has fallen, and 
the summer has been one of the 
most scorching ever experienced. 
The only food available for the 
birds is prickly pear, and even 
that is made costly by the expense 
of transportation. At the present 
rate of slaughter few ostriches will 
be left after the winter.

Of the nine speakers who praised 
Cleveland A. Newton’s services in 


Congress, at the Newton testimo- 
nial dinner at Hote] Coronado last 
night, two told in some detail how 
his successful work for Mississippi 
waterway development was accom- 
plished. 

Senator Harry B. Hawes, who 
served with Newton in the lower 
House, said that before Newton 
went to Congress in 1919, the wa- 
terway movement had consisted of 
conventions, oratory and music. 

“What was needed,” he said, 
“was a persistent, fighting man, to 
tell the East that !t must give at- 
tention to the demands of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. Newton confined | 
himself to the river. He didn’t 
weaken his efforts by diversifica- 
tion. A practical program began 
to appear, and the songs and poetry 
were replaced by engineers’ re- 
ports. He tried the case for the 
river as a lawyer tries a case in 
court. And he worked modestly, | 
without trumpets and flags, and | 
not trying to get on the first page | 
every day.’’ | 

Tribute by Kavanaugh. 


William K. Kavanaugh, oldtime | 
waterway worker, indorsed most of | 
what Hawes had eaid, but did not | 
agree that Newton’s work was done |

| Testing and measuring children 
thas centered the interest in the in- 
dividual child. At present we are 
still classifying children, still teach- 
ling them wholesale. A few more 
years of testing and classifying and 
mass teaching and the process is 
going to change. The testing will 
disclose individual needs and de- 
‘mand individual treatment and 
‘then must come the reorganization 
of the schools. 

And even then there will be no 
definite answer for “What shall 
we do with this child?” We will 
measure and test, we will call up 
our experience and pray for wis- 
dom as usual and then “try this.” 
There is nothing to be discouraged 
about in that. It is far better to 
keep our schools, our methods, our 
opinions, fluid in this field of child 
training than to announce tht we 
know the right answer to every 
child problem that comes ‘long. 
We don't and we never will for 
God made children one and ne. 
They are experiments tc..ird a 
higher life for the race. All we 
can do is to study them, work with 
them, grow .with them and help 
when we can. There is no “right 
answer,” save this: We must do 
our best to free each child c? his 
ignorance and inspire him to get 
wisdom.

“ Children’s Bedtime Story | | Appetizing Breakfast Dishes |

HERE is a tendency to get 
T away from the old-fashioned 
hearty breakfast in modern 
households. Even in busy families 
the meat platter is overlooked and 
a roll, coffee and a bit of fruit is 
becoming a tray meal. Many com- 
muters, however, still require more 
than the tray breakfast before run- 
ning for the train, and for them 
there are many appetizing dishes 
that are not heavy and meaty. 
Take for instance the different 
cooked cereals that are allowed to 
jell down cold and are then sliced 
in thick slices and fried. The ce- 
reals may be served with poached 
eggs On the slices, with a little hot 
honey or maple syrup, and are de- 
licious. Farina, cornmeal, rice, 
wheatena, hominy, and the gluten 
porridge are all good friends. Pre- 
pared the day before, they are easy 
to make and take little time to fry. 
The eggs may be poached in the 
hot syrup or the honey if desired. 
Creamed fish on.toast is tasty 
and quickly prepared.

Or the 
cakes may be’ made of grated raw 
potato with the flour. eggs, and 
seasoning, and then fried like pan- 
cakes, dusted with a little salt, 
spread with butter and sent to ta- 
ble piping hot. 

A good way to fix the breakfast 
prtines is to stone them after 
stewing and then add a little 
gelatin to the juice and turn over 
the prunes. Place in a wet mold 
and. let stand all night. In the 
morning serve with cream. The 
jelly should be just quivery, not 
stiff and leathery. This way of fix- 
ing them makes an agreeable 
change. Grapefruit may be taken 
from the shell and, after all white 
skin has been removed, it may be 
lightly sugared and covered and 
then set on ice overnight for 
breakfast. The fruit is then well 
chilled and there is no time to fix 
it in this way in the morning. 
Smooth apple sauce -spread on 
toast with a poached egg on top is 
another good and rather 
breakfast dish.

Several persons were injured and 
one person was killed. April 21, 
1852, a terriffic hail and wind 
storm, did. much damage, but no 
loss of life was -reported. The 
storm was more severe around Ca- 
Trondelet. March 8, 1871, Hast St. 
Louis and the eastern shore of the 
Mississippi_River were practical) y 
devastated by a tornado, which 
came from 
Swept along the river bank with 
an estimated velocity of 60 to 70 
miles an hour. Grain elevators 
were demolished and the freight 
houses of the Vandalia Railway 
and St. Louis & Western Depot 
were wrecked. A moving locomo- 
tive train of 19 cars was biown 
from the track. The steamer 
“Mollie Able” and two ferry boats 
were wrecked, Seven persons were 
killed and more than 60 injured. 
The night of Jan. 12, 1890, 
people were killed and 15 injured 
and much damage was done by a 
storm which swept over the city. 
May 27, 1896, about 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon, a cyclone burst 
suddenly upon the city, coming
